CONGRESS MAY 
RESTRICT AID 
FOR FINLAND 


W ashington. Jan. 16 <AP>.—There 
were indications today that the a d ­ 
m inistration and congress m ight tie 
strings on any future aid to Fin­ 
land. 
Senators usually in touch with the 
W hite House talked of granting the 
besieged country an additional loan 
of $25,000,000. but they said that: 
1. The loan should be advanced 
through the Export-Im}x>rt bank. 
2. It should not be used for the 
purcliase of arm am ents. 
3 The motley should be spent in 
this country- 
President Roosevelt was expected 
to express his views and to transm it 
those of Secretary Hull and Jesse 
H. Jones, the federal loan adm in­ 
istrator. in letters to Vice President 
G arner and Speaker Bankhead. 
There are some reports that the 
President w’ould not oppose a loan 
through the Export-Im port bank, 
which, with the Reconstruction F i­ 
nance corporation, already has made 
$10,000,000 available to Finland for 
the purchase of American agricul­ 
tural and other non-m ilitary prod­ 
ucts.

draw n none of this advance so far, 
but the Export-Im port bank spe­ 


cifically had approved $1,000,000 of 
credits for the purchase of certain 
designated .supplies.

senate scheduled action on various 
nom inations, including that of At­ 
torney General Frank M urphy to bo 
an associate justice of the Supreme 
court. 
Senator Connally (D-Tex) renew­ 
ed expressions of his determ ination 
to try every jxjssible m eans of killing 
the anti-lynching bill, already ap ­ 
proved by the house. 
Connally, a member of a judiciary 
subcommittee which will start hear­ 
ings on the bill Friday, said he would 
seek voluminous testim ony on what 
efforts had been made to prevent 
lynchings during 1939 and also would 
investigate the three lynchings re­ 
ported last year. 
Under the measure, peace officers 
and com m unities would be subjected 
to federal penalties if a lynching re­ 
sulted from negligence or willingness 
on the p art of the peace officers.
